Since  the  annual  Leadership  Week 
feature  was  instigated  nine  years  ago, 
under  the  supervision  of  President 
Grant,  it  has  been  customary  for  him 
to  speak  to  the  Leadership  visitors 
at  the  Wednesday  assembly.  The 
lecture  is  always  of  promising  interest 
because  the  President  brings  with  him 
a wealth  of  interesting  experiences, 
humor  and  sound  doctrine. 

Throughout  the  entire  Leadership 
program  today  emphasis  is  being 
placed  on  “Enforcement  of  Law.”  It 
is  therefore  expected  that  the  lecturer 
will  have  practical  information  to  give 
on  this  subject. 

President  Nibly  is  also  expected  to 
be  here  with  added  information  of  the 
subject  of  “Law  Enforcement”  to  be 
a second  speaker  in  the  one-third  as- 
sembly period.

Prexy  Will  Color  Lecture  With 
Lantern  Slide  Views — Third  of 
Free  Entertainment  Series 


B.  Y.  HIGH  OFFERS 
COLL^  CREDIT 

Leadership  visitors  have  an  inter- 
est in  the  B.  Y.  U.  high  school  be- 
ing as  it  is  a meca  for  students  from 
the  entire  state  who  have  only  a small 
amount  of  high  school  work  to  com- 
plete and  who  wish  to  take  college 
classes  along  with  their  high  school 
work. 

The  student  body  changes  radically 
from  year  to  year  with  the  coming 
of  new  students  in  all  four  years  of 
high  school.  There  are  very  few  high 
schools  in  the  state  wljich  have  not 
had  some  student  leave  and  attend 
the  Brigham  Young  high  school  to 
finish  and  graduate. 

The  number  of  graduates  seem 
enormous  when  compared  with  the 
size  of  the  student  body  which  num- 
bers only  about  200  students  including 
both  senior  and  junior  high  schools. 
This  unusual  situation  does  not  how- 
ever affect  the  attitudes  of  the  stu- 
dents nor  lower  their  scholastic

Over  30,000 
miles  were  traveled  by  the  group, 
leading  them  through  out  Russia  and 
across  Siberia.  The  company  had  the 
opportunity  of  meeting  the  chief 
government  officials  of  these  countries 
by  whom  they  were  royally  entertain- 
ed. 

With  a collection  of  ISO  lantern 
slides,  President  Harris  will  illustrate 
the ' trip,  showing  people,  places  and 
things  observed. 

The  new  social  order  which  is  being 
trie^  at  present  in  Russia  will  also  be 
discussed,  a subject  which  is  giving 
even  international  interest  today.

Survey  of  State 
Mineral  Deposits 


The  Geology  department  of  the  B. 
Y.  U.  is  making  some  interesting 
surveys  of  vital  imortance  which  will 
be  of  value  to  the  State  Bureau  of 
Mining. 

Among  the  outstanding  surveys  be- 
ing made  is  the  one  being  worked 
out  by  Eldon  Dennis  who  is  now 
working  in  the  Geology  Department 
for  hisi  masters  degree. 

Mr.  Dennis  is  making  a survey  of 
non-metal  and  metal  deposits  of 
the  state  with  an  idea  toward  getting 
an  understanding  of  marketing  con- 
ditions of  the  deposits  of  the  state. 

The  material  which  is  being  collect- 
ed and  accumulated  and  the  reports 
of  the  surveys  are  to  be  prepared  in 
separate  pamphlet  from  as  a state 
Bureau  of  Mine  Publication.

ANOTHER  FREEDOM  OF  TEACHING  QUARREL 


'Fhe  action  of  the  administration  of  the  University  of  Missouri 
in  ousting  two  of  its  faculty  members  for  conducting  a question- 
ary among  students  of  the  University  concerning  intimate  pro- 
blems of  sex,  has  been  .severely  condemned  by  a 'committee  chosen 
to  investigate  the  ca.se.  They  not  only  minimize  the  offense  but 
refer  to  the  disciplinary  action  as  a violation  of  the  principle  of 
freedom  of  teaching.  The  committee  was  chosen  by  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  University  Professors. 

This  case  iq  rio  wise  parallels  many  other  similar  where  there 
has  been  difference  in  the  ideas  of  teacher  and  administrator.  It 
is  usually  the  case  when  such  a difficulty  in  the  teaching  pro- 
fession arises  that  some  stubborn  professor  refuses  to  abide  by 
long  established  rules  of  the  institution  wherein  he  teaches.  In  this 
instance  the  professors  had  no  thought  save  toward  the  end  of 
scientific  re^arch  and  sincere  desire  to  leam.  (So  goes  the  report). 

One  is  reminded  by  the  action  of  the  board  of  administrators 
who  suspended  the  professors,  of  the  “wise”  fathers  who  prefer 
to  have  their  children  remain  in  ignorance  on  subjects  so  horrify- 
ing and  ()ositively  taboo’  as  sex^

“Spirit  of  Room  D.’’  That  spirit  was 
killed  in  it’s  infancy  when  the  long 
rows  of  old-fashioned  scl^ool  room 
desks  were  taken  out  and  supplanted 
by  a comparitively  small  number  of 
chairs  and  a few  tables.  Very  little 
studying  can  be  done  because  of  the 
amount  of  traffic  through  the  room.
